Trial of the 'JiUIerites.' 

We mentioned yesterday that nine *adventists' 
oi 1 \\ illeritea' had been arraigned before our 
Police Court on a complaint against them as 
Idlers and Vagrants and disturbers ot the pub. 
lie peace, and sentenced to the House of Cor- 
rection for a term of time varying frum five to 
thirty days. These trials caused great excite- 
ment and the City Hall was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity. 

These persons were complained of as vagrants 
Having no visible means of support, yet it was 
thought best by the Judge to allow the testimo- 
ny to cover the ground generally, touch ing alt 
the proceedings relating to the meetings of the 
ad veo lists. 

There was* evidently a misunderstanding 
among the spectators, of msny of the technical 
terms in use among the advenlists, and which 
have a oommon use, we believe, with some oth- 


as we moaTdecidedly are, to the course which 
the ad ven fists pursue— to their vociferous meet- 
ings— to their morbid ideas of making sacrifices 
— thrir abandonment of labor as some of them 
have, and their advocacy of the duty of all do. 
ing this— of their expressions of joy by danc- 
ings, violent geslulations &c., Nevertheless, no 
one, it seems to us, can converse with these 
people and see them attentively studying the 
Bible and expressing a willingness to suffer any 
thing and all things for Christ, without being 
struck with the apparent basis of ear nest sincerity 
in them. They take the Bible literally ,and seem 
to feel that the Infinite Jehovah speaks to them 
personally and they invst obey— they lovt to 
obey, regardless of all consequences. We think 
that much of this is the result of a morbid state of 
the feelings ft is one extreme, of which abso 
lute indifference t& all God's commands, is the 
other. Both extremes are to be deplored 

While there is reason in the complaints 
made against the adventists for their abandon 
ment of all means of obtaining a living; there is 
also cause ot objection against that state of pub- 
tic feeling which can raise a shoqt of triumph in 
seeing a company ot men and women removed 
from the duties and delights of society lo a 
prison, under the sentence ot the law. This 
was witnessed here and under circumstance;? 
calculated to shock every right minded man. 

There is a n impression, deeply seated in the 
public mind that social crimes are perpetrated 
at some of the adventist meetings and that more 
or less of what is considered indecent conduct 
is enacted there, and that something analagous 
to the spiritual wife system of Cochran and 
some of the Mormons, is encouraged. 

Perhaps nothing of the kind is encouraged, 
but this public impression causes great public 
excitement. It is to be hoped that calm reflec- 
tion — the kind efforts of friends and the bless- 
ings of Heaven may be productive of calmer 
and wiser riews of God's government, and 
man's duty regarding it.
